Ogle Adviser 
Warns of 
Fire Danger

OREGON—This week throughout 


the nation special emphasis is be- 
ing placed on fire prevention. Did 
you know that each day on the 
average 33 people are killed by 
fire? And that one-third of these 
deaths occur on the farm? 


It is up to you homemakers to 


teach your families to be fire-safe- 
ty conscious. Make this year's Fire 
Prevention 
Week slogan 
"Let's 


Grow Up—Not Burn Up! your slo- 
gan too. 


Remember that a child plus a 


match is still a "sure-fire combi- 
nation." Latest figures show that 
three out of every 10 fire fatalities 
are children 14 years or younger. 
So instruct your children on fire^ 
safety. 


Small youngsters should be told 


why they are not to play with 
matches, electrical cords and other 
potential sources of fire in the 
home. Children also must be im- 
pressed with the danger of gaso- 
line and kerosene vapors. 


They must learn "by instruction 


and good example" not to bring 
matches and other incendiary arti- 
cles near dry hay, straw, or under- 
brush, or near the engines and fuel 
of farm machinery. 


Get rid of all trash as trash pro- 


vides fuel for unwanted fires. Oily 
rags are dangerous and if kept 
should be stored in covered metal 
containers because if they are ex- 
posed to air, they may ignite spon- 
taneously. 


Don't wait until you have a fire 


to replace badly worn electrical 
wring. 


Do you know how to save your- 


self if you are in a building that 
catches fire? If you are trapped in 
a smoke-filled building, remember 
that the air is clearer near the 
floor. Protect your face from heat 
and flame. 


Feel doors before opening them. 


If they are hot, deadly heat or 
flame may be on the other side. If 
you are trapped on an upper story, 
don't jump unless it is the last re- 
sort. It's a good idea to figure out 
a way of escape from each roorr 
before a fire occurs. And once ou- 


of the building, don't re-enter thi 
burning area to save property.

Industry and Atomic Power 


Dr. Lawrence R. Hafstad, a high official of the Atomic 


Energy Commission, has chided American industry for fail- 
ing to show more spunk in pushing atomic power develop- 
ment.

If industry is as aggressive and enterprising as we think, 


he is asking, why has it not come up with some plans for 
commercial power reactors ? 
Industry yelped for years that the government's total 


monopoly in the field of" atomic energy was holding back 
peacetime progress. It said that it wanted in on the field, 
and asked congress to ease the restrictions. 


This was done, and rightly so, in the new atomic energy 


act. Industry now is permitted to own and run atomic fa- 
cilities, under government license. But. according to Dr. 
Hafstad at least, the results have been most disappointing-

He say? there'? ?. crying need }>>>• privately financed re- 


search reactors, in which to perfect an atomic fuel. 
But 


up until now. the scientist charges, "No one in the United 
States has had the initiative to design and build and finance" 
such a reactor. 


A commercial atomic power plant is currently under con- 


struction at Shippingport, Pa. The plSnt is due for comple- 
tion in 1957. But this is a joint project of the AEC, the 
Duquesne Light company and Westinghouse Electric with 
more than half the bill to be paid by the U. S. government. 


Scientists seem in agreement that new atomic reactors 


which turn out cheap electrical power can, and will, be de- 
veloped. But the way things look at the moment, private 
business is sitting back and waiting for Uncle Sam to do it.

Sooner or later he will. When that day finally comes, 


however, the nation's private business concerns may find 
themselves barred from the field. For as Dr. Hafstad cor- 
rectly warns, programs to bring them in would be open to 
valid "giveaway charges-" 


The challenge is clear and important—and the evidence 


in at the present is that business is failing to meet it. Or 
to go back to Dr. Hafstad again: 


"If we can solve all the really difficult problems by use 


of ten thousand dollar government brains." then what are 
all the high-priced vice presidents in industry doing?" 


It seems, to us, an excellent question. And if industry 


has a rebuttal, we are more than anxious to hear it.

foolishly wasting much of their talent. Many intelligent 
workers, he says, are barred from responsible jobs—jobs 
they could easily handle—simply because they did not eo to 
college. 


Fully half of our population, he says, is brainy enough 


to go through college—but only a small percentage has actu- 
ally had the chance. Yet "company policy" often assumes 
that, unless a man has a sheepskin, "creative thinking and 
problem solving" both are beyond his power. 


In the viewpoint of. Dr. Stromberg: "This waste of brain 


power is one of the great detriments from which management 
needs to free itself by recognizing that maturity, experience 
and growing knowledge exist in every man—not alone in the 
college man-" 


That sentence is quite a mouthful, but it still makes 


plenty of sense. We are all for more education, and so is 
ex-teacher Stromberg. And there surely are millions of jobs 
which demand a specialized training that can only be had 
in a college

i ness. Some develop a permanent 


l inferiority complex as a result of 


' acne. 


Acne prefers the face. neck, up- 


per part of the chest and shoulders. 
The pimple usually starts as a 
reddish lump which is slightly ten- 
der to touch. It often develops into 
a "white head" which actually con- 
sists of a mixture of pus, germs, 
skin oil. and destroyed tissue cells. 


In the milder cases, the pimples 


are spaced rather widelv apart and 
are nrar the suiface. In more se- 
veie < ases they a i e closer together, 
break out moi p frequently and bur- 
low deeper into the skin. When a 
white head forms the top of the 
pustule finally breaks open, the pus 
escapes, a crust forms and heal- 
ing takes place. If the pustule has 
been large and deep a permanent 
scar may be left, though this is 
fortunately the exception. 


Infection alone almost ceilamly 


does not explain the development 
of acne. Diet almost certainly plavs 
a part. Many, if not most, adoles- 
cents have a craving for sweets 
and sweets almost always make 
acne worse. 


A special effort should be made 


to overcome the self-consciousness 
caused by pimples. Every boy and 
girl should force himself or herself 
to take pait in social functions and 
ignoio any remarks which might 
be mad?

Sweaters Need 
Special Care 


Slip-on and cardigan sweaters 


are as popular as ever this year 
and the man-made fibers are steal- 
ing the spotlight. 


Sweaters made from these fibers ; 


need little care, and the care they j 
do need is simple, says Jane Wer- j 
den. clothing specialist ai the Uni- i 
versity of Illinois. A little attention ] 
goes a. long way, and you'll find it 
easy to keep the garments looking 
as beautiful as they were the day 
you bought them. 


Keep sweaters folded neatly in 


a drawer. Never, never hang- them 
on hangers. After each wearing. 
air 
them before you 
put them j 


away. 
| 


When you put on a slip-on, put 


your arms through the sleeves and 
gently ease the garment over your 
head. If it doesn't slip easily over 
your head, pull it gently from the 
neckline, but never tug. 


Be careful not to snag your 


sweaters with buckles, belts, jew- 
elry or anything that has rough 
or sharp surfaces, not just when 
you're wearing them, but when- 
ever you handle them. 


Sometimes the neck of a sweater 


may stretch. If it does, try run- 
ning two or three rows of elastic 
thread through the neck ribbing. 


Before washing a sweater, draw 


the outline of it on paper so .that 
you can block it to that size after 
washing. Wash in lukewarm water 
with a synthetic detergent or mild 
soap. Knead gently, but do not rub. 
Rinse well in lukewarm water, and 
roll in a Turkish towel to absorb 
excess moisture. Then place on a 
flat surface, pull gently into shape, 
and let dry. It's a good idea to dry 
sweaters out of direct sunlight or 
away from nigh heat. 


Moths will not attack sweaters 


made of the man-made fibers. But 
those of wool need protection. And 
don't forget: Sweaters that are 
only part wool need just as much 
protection as those that are all 
wool.

5,000 unemployed coal miners in 
Southern Illinois. 


Garrett W. Keaster, executive 


secretary of the Illinois Public Aid 
commission, 
said 
Tuesday 
the 


meeting will be held Monday in 
West Frankfort. 


The meeting was called at the 


request of Hugh White, president 
of District 12 of the United Mine 
worker?, Kes!=ter saH. 


White told Keaster that 8,750 


UMW miners in the state are out 
of work and about 5.000 of them 
are in Hardin. Franklin, William- 
son, Saline and Perry counties. 


Mines Close 


Ten mines in the area have been 


closed in the past two years, said 
White, and 'many miners have 
drawn the limit of their unemploy- 
ment compensation. 


Keaster said representative? of 


the five counties, the UMW and 
relief authorities will be present 
at the meeting. 


O. F. Beyer, area field supervisor 


of the Agricultural Marketing Serv- 


ice, said that smong the foods 
available are butter, cheese, can- 
ned beef in gravy, cooking oils, 
powdered eggs, dried milk and 
beans. Fresh fruits, vegetables and 
even turkeys are surplus in season, 
he added. 


Earlier, in Washington, the Unit- 


ed Mineworkers Journal said Illi- 
nois state officials are trying to 
"sabotage" distribution of govern- 
ment-supplied surplus food to the 
miners. 


An editorial written in tb* Jour- 


nal by Editor Cecil Owen, who 
died Tuesday, said that Keaster 
had written the union about high 
costs of distributing surplus food.

The editorial accused Keaster of 


"misstatements" as to distribution 
costs, quantities of food involved 
and the necessity of determining 
whether recipients actually are in 
need.

out quickly, as was Mrs. Kessler's 
faith in old savings. 


MANCHESTER, N. H. OfV— Sen. 


Bridges (R-NH) has called for a 
return to the days of the rattle- 
snake flag so the Communist will 
be "afraid to take any action which 
may. possibly call for strong meas- 
ures on our part." 


The president pro temper* of the 


Senate told a civil defense session 
at St. Anselm College Tuesday 
night he is "tired of being afraid of 
the Russians" and "it is about 
time the Russians started to be 
afraid of us." 


"I truly believe that the only 


hope of peace is for us to return 
to the principles which made this 
nation great; to cease appease- 
ment; to cease compromise on 
fundamental principles," he said. 


Bridges noted that the first flag 


of the republic was a coiled rattle 
snake with a motto "Don't Tread 
on Me" and said that "in my opin- 
ion, that is the attitude we better 
adopt in the world today."

"This business of 'After 
you my dear Alfonse,' if it is going 
to cost 20 million American lives, 
very frankly is distasteful to me."
